To enroll as an Academic Common Market student^ 
you must: (1) be accepted for admission into a graduate program to 
which your state has obtained access for its residents through the 
Academic Common Market; (2) Obtain certification of residency from 
the Common Market coordinator in your home state. This document 
lists, state-by-state, the graduate opportunities available to 
residents of Southern states through the Academic Common Market and 
gives brief descriptions of the programs and addresses for direct 
inquiries about admissions.

The participating states have made 
arrangements such that students entering these programs through 
the Common Market will not be required to pay out-of-state 
tuition fees.

1. Accounting — University of Arkansas. The program is designed 
primarily to prepare an individual for an academic career at the 
college or university level, although the program also will provide a 
thorough background for the application of administrative 
sciences in non-academic settings. Direct inquiries to Dean, College 
of Business Administration, University of Arkansas, Fayetteville, 
Arkansas 72701. 

2. Actuarial Science — Georgia State University. The program has a 
two-fold objective: 1) the preparation of students for a meaningful 
and productive career in the actuarial profession; the curriculum 
emphasizes the technical aspects of actuarial work as well as 
course work covering basic business disciplines such as finance, 
accounting and economics; and 2) the preparation of degree 
candidates for the professional examinations of the Society of 
Actuaries of the Casualty Actuarial Society. Direct inquiries to 
Actuarial Science Advisor, Department of Insurance, Georgia State 
University, Atlanta, Georgia 30303. 

3. Aerospace and Aerophysics Engineering - Mississippi State 
University. The curriculum is based on strong work in the physical 
and engineering sciences and mathematics. Major areas of emphasis 
in the curriculum are fluid mechanics, flight mechanics, structures 
and design. Direct inquiries to Head, Department of Aerospace 
and Aerophysics Engineering, Mississippi State University, 
Mississippi State, Mississippi 39762. 

4. Aerospace Education - Middle Tennessee State University. The 
Master of Education degree with a major in aerospace education 
and a minor in aerospace was designed to help teachers keep up 
with the latest developments in the aerospace industry. There are 
two required workshops in which specialists at the elementary 
school, middle school, and high school levels show individuals the 
most effective ways of including aerospace materials in their 
classes.

5. Aerospace Engineering - University of Tennessee. The program 
provides graduate study and research opportunities in the 
engineering aspects of subsonic, transonic, and supersonic flights, 
dIus interdisciplinary studies related to such programs.

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available include aspects of flow, propulsion, atmospheric entry, 
gas dynamics, magnetophydrodynamics, and aerospace vehicle 
studies.

6. African History — West Virginia University, The primary objective 
is to produce well-trained scholars capable of teaching at the 
college and university level and undertaking scholarly research in 
African History. Since the University has had lengthy experience 
in working to promote agricultural development in East Africa, 
the program has sought to take advantage of this by focusing on 
East Africa and its agricultural history. Swahili is offered as a 
research tool.

7. Agricultural Engineering — University of Kentucky. The program 
provides specialized education in the physical, mathematical, and 
biological sciences. Graduates are prepared for research and 
education in the agricultural industry, industries which supply 
agriculture, universities, and government service. The department 
offers advanced courses and research opportunities in the 
processing of agricultural products, agricultural waste, 
mathematical modeling, plan and animal environment, hydrology, 
and soil-plant-machine relationships. Direct inquiries to Chairman, 
Department of Agricultural Engineering, University of Kentucky, 
Lexington, Kentucky 40506. 

8. Agricultural Mechanization — Clemson University. The program 
provides graduate level professional training in mechanization 
principles and procedures as related to agriculture. The program is 
administered by the Department of Agricultural Engineering and is 
open both to recent agricultural graduates and to managers, 
consultants, and advisers of agricultural enterprises. Direct 
inquiries to Chairman, Department of Agricultural Engineering, 
Clemson University, Clemson, South Carolina 29631 . 

9. American Studies — The University of Alabama, Tuscaloosa. This 
program consists of the study of American culture and character 
involving elements of the humanities and social sciences. Emphasis 
is on the analysis of culture and the individual's relationship to 
culture. Considerable effort is devoted to the development- of 
conceptual tools to be used in studying the facts and relationships 
in the American culture. The program utilizes seminars, lecture 
courses, interdisciplinary courses, and independent study.

10. Animal Physiology — Clemson University. The program is an 
interdepartmental one utilizing staff and facilities primarily in the 
Departments of Animal Science, Dairy Science, Entomology and 
Economic Zoology, Poultry Science, and Zoology. Courses in 
general physiology are available but greatest research emphasis is 
in reproductive physiology. Direct inquiries to Chairman, Animal 
Physiology Program, 130 P and AS Building, Clemson University, 
Clemson, South Carolina 29631. 

11. Anthropology and Education - University of Georgia. This is a 
joint program of the Departments o"f Anthropology and Social 
Science Education leading to the Ph.D. degree in anthropology or 
the Ed.D. degree in social science education. The purpose of the 
program is to provide systematic training in the cultural 
foundations of education and to educate teacher-scholars in the 
complementary methods of anthropological field observation and 
educational research. The emphasis of training is on a 
cross-cultural approach to the study of educational variables. 
Direct inquiries to Head, Department of Anthropology, or Head, 
Department of Social Science Education, University of Georgia, 
Athens, Georgia 30602. 

12. Astronomy - University of Florida. The objective of the program 
is to prepare students, preferably at the doctoral level, for a career 
in research, teaching, or combined teaching and research in the 
field of astronomy or astrophysics. Areas of specialty for 
dissertations include observational and theoretical work on close 
double stars, photography of quasars, planetary radio astronomy, 
extra-galactic radio astronomy and cosmology. Direct inquiries to 
Chairman, Department of Astronomy, University of Florida, 
Gainesville, Florida 32611. 

13. Audiology and Speech Pathology - Memphis State University. 
The doctoral program in the Department of Audiology and Speech 
Pathology is a research degree. It is designed to include such areas 
as: (1) research in normal communication, (2) research in 
communicative disorders relative to clinical activities, (3) teaching 
of courses relevant to undergraduate and graduate level students, 
and (4) administration of research, service, and training programs. 
The doctoral program is an interdisciplinary program, drawing 
from the resources of the Department of Audiology and Speech 
Pathology, and other departments at Memphis State University 
and of the University of Tennessee Center for the Health Sciences. 
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There is a complete research laboratory to handle the most 
up-to-date acoustic research, and an excellent clinical facility from 
which to gather clinical data. Direct inquiries to Chairman, 
Department of Audiology and Speech Pathology, Speech and 
Hearing Center, Memphis State University, Memphis, Tennessee 
38105. 

14. Aviation Systems - University of Tennessee. The program is an 
interdisciplinary one offered at the University of Tennessee Space 
Institute. The program is designed for persons with bachelor's 
degrees in engineering or science who wish to prepare for careers 
in research, development, or administration in aviation systems. 
Aviation systems is defined to include aircraft performance, air 
traffic control systems, airport and auxiliary transportation 
development, along with relevant economics and political factors. 
Direct inquiries to Director, Aviation:> Systems Program, The 
University of Tennessee Space Institute, Tullahoma, Tennessee 
37388. 

15. Behavioral Biology - West Virginia University. Course work 
includes behavior of organisms, animal behavior, and behavioral 
ecology in addition to more standard course work in cellular and 
molecular biology, developrr*:ental biology and physiology, 
environmental biology, and evolutionary and systematic biology. 
Direct inquiries to Chairman, Department of Biology, West 
Virginia University, Morgantown, West Virginia 26506. 

16. Bioengineering — Clemson University. The progran is devoted to 
the application of engineering science to the problems of medical 
research. The principal thrust of this program is in the area of 
bio-materials and includes the development and evaluation of 
prosthetic materials, the physical and mechanical behavior of 
tissues considered as engineering materials, corrosion, and the 
physiological response of tlie host to foreign materials. Closely 
coupled with this effort is a strong emphasis on artificial organ 
development and evaluation. Direct inquiries to Bioengineering 
Advisor, Clemson University, Clemson, South Carolina 29631. 

17. Biomedical Engineering — Universil/ of Virginia. The program is 
designed to achieve competencies in 1) analysis of biological 
systems and their control mechanisms with emphasis on the 
development of quantitative performance indicators, 2) bio- 
medical technology, 3) theoretical biology and biomathematics, 
and 4) analysis of social systems with particular emphasis on the 
design and evaluation of health care systems as a function of their 
socio-economic and cultural environment. Direct inquiries to

Center, University of Virginia, Charlottesville, Virginia 22901. 

18. Biometry - Medical University of South Carolina. The program 
provides a full spectrum of educational and experience opportu- 
nities in statistical methods for the design and analysis of research 
in the basic sciences, clinical care of patients in community health 
studies, health services research and evaluation, the planning of 
evaluation of health education, the establishment and use of 
computer based information systems, the optim . '-on of health 
care delivery systems, and planning and reviev. techniques in 
health service systems. Direct inquiries to Chairman, Department 
of Biometry, College of Graduate Studies, Medical University of 
South Carolina, 80 Barre Street, Charleston, South Carolina 
29401. 

19. Biophysical Sciences — University of Alabama, Birmingham. The 
interdisciplinary program of the Division of Biophysical Sciences 
consists of an individually selected combination, for each student, 
of training in at least two of the divisional departmen^c Hio- 
mathematics, Biostatistics, Information Sciences). The emphasis of 
all three specific disciplines is the scientific utilization of infor- 
mation, particularly in the fields of medicine and biology. Direct 
inquiries to Director, Division of Biophysical Sciences, University 
of Alabama in Birmingham, Birmingham, Alabama 35294. 

20. Business Administration - Transportation - University of 
Maryland, College Park. The program includes basic courses in 
motor, water, and air transportation. More advanced courses and 
research are available in transportation, and the management of 
transportation networks. Direct inquiries to Chairmcin, Depart- 
ment of Transportation, School of Business Administration, 
University of Maryland, College Park, Maryland 20742. 

21. Business Statistics and Data Processing - Mississippi State Uni- 
ver«?ity. The objective of the program is to prepare students for 
careers in the fields of business data processing and quantitative 
analysis. Emphasis is on principles, methods, models and systems 
for producing useful information for management decision making 
and control.

27. Clinical Chemistry — Louisiana State University. The Clinical
